REMINISCENCES OF ROBERT BURNS. 


There is now residing in Cortland 
county, in this State, within an hour’s 
tide of the beautiful village of Cortland, 
an aged gentleman by the name of Ken- 
nedy. *T'Thomas H.] who is a native of 
Scotland, and was the early associate 
and friend of Robert Burns. Both were 
born in Ayrshire, near the town of Ayr, 
so frequently celebrated in the poems of 
the bard. 
was the son of a poor peasant, and his 
early pursuits were agricultural, The 
**Cotter’s Saturday Night ” gives ano- 
ble picture of wifat we may presume to 
be the family circle of his father. Ken- 
nedy, whose boyhood was also passed 
in the labors of a farm, subsequently 
became a factor to a mercantile house 
in a neighboring town.. Hence he is 
called in an epitaph which his friend the 
poet wrote on him, the Chapman which 
signifies a pedlar. These humorous 
lines, omitted for reasons which I can- 
not divine, in several editions of Burn’s 
Works, were composed on the subject’s 
recovery from a severe illness. Ken- 
nedy on his way to Kirk on a bright 
Sabbath morning, was met by the poet, 
who having rallied him on the sombre 
expression of his countenance, fell back, 
and soon rejoining him, presented him 
with the epitaph scrawled on a bit of pa-| 
per with a pencil. It is as follows: 
As Tam the Chapman on a day 
Wi’ Death forgather’d by the way, 
Weal pleased he greets a wight sae famous, 
And Deuth was pae less pleased wi’ Thomas, 
Wha cheerfully lays down the pack, 
And there blaws up a hearty emck; 
His social , friendly, honest heart, 
Sae tickled Death they could na’ part;

It may be, as Mr. Sumner says, that 
the address was delivered in 1803. We 
copied it from the Galaxy of 1820, and 
it there purported to have been deliver- 
ed in 1813.

Take the 
earliest date, and we suppose Mr. Sum- 
ner must then have been not less than 
thirty years of age. Old enough cer- 
tainly to have been capable of distin- 
guishing between good and evil.
